The Topeka Conference. 


The Twenty-seventh National Conference of Charities and Correc- 
tion will meet at the State Capitol, Topeka, Kan., May 18 to 24, 1900. 


LL indications point to a most interesting Conference. 

Many of the leaders in this field of work will be pres- 
ent, including Prof. Frank B. Sanborn, of Concord, Mass., a veteran 
friend of Kansas; Hon. Fred H. Wines, LL.D., Assistant Director of 
the United States Census; Hon. L. G. Kinne, of the Iowa State Board 
of Control; Rev. Samuel G. Smith, D.D., of St. Paul, Minn., Prof. of 
Sociology in the Minnesota State University; Miss Julia C. Lathrop, of 
the Illinois State Board of Public Charities; Gen. R. Brinkerhoff, of 
the Ohio State Board of Charities, a famous expert in prison reform; 
Mrs. Sarah S. Decker, President of the Colorado State Board of Chari- 
ties and Correction; Mrs. Isabel C. Barrows, of Boston, the most thor- 
oughly informed woman on these subjects in the United States; Hon. 
Philip C. Garrett, of Philadelphia, famous for his interest both on the 
Indian question and in general philanthropy, together with many other 
distinguished men and women from all parts of the country. Many 
delegates have already been appointed.

NECROLOGY. 


CaPpr, JOSEPH NICHOLSON, at Detroit, March, 18, 1900, in his 74th 
year. Capt. Nicholson was for twenty-one years superintendent of the 
Detroit House of Correction. He was an old lake captain, and an 
excellent disciplinarian; a man of sterling integrity and an admirable 
business man. He made the Detroit House of Correction self-sustain- 
ing. He dealt with the most difficult and hopeless class of humanity, 
yet he was ever watchful for signs of manhood, and always ready to 
help any man who showed a desire for a better life. 


Hon. CHARLES A. PILLSBURY, at Minneapolis, Sept. 17, 1899. Mr. 
Pillsbury was a broad and noble spirited man. He was for many 
years the manager of the Pillsbury milling interests, and was largely 
instrumental in establishing the successful system of profit sharing 
maintained by that company. Mr. Pillsbury did not believe in estab- 
lishing institutions or model tenements. but believed in encouraging 
working men to do for themselves. It was his pride that there had 
never been a strike among his workmen. He said: ‘‘Every employe 
of this firm knows that if he has a grievance he can present it at any 
time, and it will receive prompt and considerate attention.’’ Mr. Pills- 
bury was chairman of the state relief commission after the great forest 
fires in Minnesota in 1894, and his great administrative ability was 
invaluable. The commission expended about $150,000 in cash and dis- 
tributed large quantities of supplies. Three years later an official 

_ inquiry showed that out of 2.700 people relieved by the commission, only 
three widows with their families were dependent on charity in Pine 
County, where the fire occurred. 


Mrs. R. J. MENDENHALL, at Minneapolis, January 11, 1900. Mrs. 
Mendenhall was a woman of rare and beautiful spirit, and was a help- 
ful charity worker, and an earnest student of the best methods. Mrs. 
Mendenhall has long been identified with the work of the Bethany 
Home in Minneapolis.

STATE CONFERENCES, 


The State Conferences of Charities. 


THE COLORADO STATE CONFERENCE. 


BY SECRETARY C. L. STONAKER. 


The Fifth State Conference of Charities and Correction was held in 
Pueblo, March 25-27, 1900. The President of the Conference was the 
Hon. O. E. LeFevre, District Judge, Denver. The programme was 
arranged by an executive committee and was carried out closely upon 
the plan devised in advance by that committee. The committee desired 
to have an open discussion at all sessions and to secure that result only 
one person was assigned on the programme for any one of the sessions. 
This gave plenty of time and opportunity for liberal discussion by all 
delegates who desired to talk and resulted in enthusiasm which did not 
lag at any time during the Conference. The committee found the 
rule of having the Conference open with a mass meeting on Sunday 
evening most satisfactory, as by snch a meeting interest is aroused 
which results in liberal attendance at all succeeding session. 

Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth was secured to deliver the main 
address at the Sunday night meeting. She gave an interesting talk 
upon her personal experiences closing with her remarkable work in 
behalf of discharged prisoners. The Rev. T. H. Malone, of the Roman 
Catholic Church followed her-with a high eulogy of her work and stated 
that no man could afford at every opportunity in his power not to give 
his unqualified endorsement of her prison work. 

The county commissioners of the state were invited to be present for 
the discussion of the ‘‘Administration of the County Poor Fund.’’ This 
proved so interesting and the county commissioners present discovered 
so many advantages in such a conference that they immediately organ- 
ized for a state conference of their own which will be held in Denver 
early in May. It was found in the discussion of this subject of the 
county poor fund that municipal organizations need not conflict with 
the county commisioners necessarily and that by co-operation better 
results in the work of temporary relief may be accomplished. 
Mr. O. S. Storrs, of the State Board of Charities and Corrections, 
spoke of advisory work of county and state boards which was followed 
by an interesting summary of the Iowa State Board of Control by Dr. 
F. M. Powell, Superintendent of the Iowa State Home for Feeble 
Minded. Mr. J. S. Appel, of Denver, read a paper on Crime and 
Criminals, being a historical review. Charles Landes, of Pueblo, 
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spoke of ‘‘Training of Juvenile Delinquents,’’ and Mrs. Rodney M. 
Curtis, of Denver, gave a review of the placing-out system in force 
under state laws by the management of the State Home for Dependent 
and Neglected Children. Her address aroused an interesting debate 
upon the question whether private institutions should be premitted, 
without some restriction to engage in the indiscriminate reception of 
children and their final disposition. 

One session was devoted to Municipal Charity Work, the principles 
of which were laid down by Mrs. S. Izetta George, Secretary of the 
Charity Organization Society of Denver, and the Rev. E. Evans Car- 
rington, of Colorado Springs, followed with terse remarks upon the sub- 
ject, ‘‘Organizing for Municipal Charity Work.’’ 

Dr. F. M. Powell read a carefully prepared paper upon ‘‘Custodial 
Care for Feeble Minded and Epileptics,’’ and urged Colorado to lose no 
time in joining with other states in thisimportant work. Heads of state 
institutions were given opportunity to explain the progress made in their 
respective institutions and of their growing needs. 

A number of resolutions were adopted recommending that a woman 
be given place on Boards of Control of state institutions; that super- 
vision of private institutions be required by law; that the poor laws be 
revised, and that the work test be applied in municipal and county 
charities. 

The next Conference is to be held in Boulder, Nov. 18-20, 1900. Hon. 
James H. Baker, President of the State University, was elected Presi- 
dent of the Conference. 


THE lOWA STATE CONFERENCE. 
BY JOSEPH R. DOWNIE. 


The Third Annual Meeting of the Iowa State Conference of Charities 
and Corrections was in session in Cedar Rapids during March 27, 28 and 
29. Owing to the very unpropitious weather there were but few of the 
delegates from a distance in attendance. Though small the Conference 
was an exceedingly interesting and valuable one. Wonderful strides have 
been made in the thought of those interested in sociological matters in 
Iowa. ‘The educational influence of these conferences is largely respon- 
sible for this advance, though the very efficient Board of Control has also 
been instrumental. The members of the Board are very live men, and 
especially alive to the interests of state institutions, and they are adopting 
the most acceptable methods as fast as possible. 

The opening paper by Professor Isaac A. Loos, of the State Univer- 
sity, who was acting president in the absence of the president, I. H. 
Shaver, was full of valuable suggestions, The balance of the morning 
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was devoted to the question of the unemployed, in which the Hon. James 
F. Jackson, of Minnesota, took an active part. The afternoon session was 
devoted to the subject of ‘Charity Organization,” dealing mainly with 
the question of organization in cities of populations under 20,000. The 
relation of the church to charity organization was also a part of the theme. 
In the evening Dr. H. H. Hart gave a most instructive lecture on ‘Child 
Saving,” presenting many valuable illustrations with the stereopticon. 

The Wednesday morning meeting was a very spirited one; ‘‘Degen- 
ercy as a Cause of Pauperism’ was the subject of a paper by Professor 
G. T. W. Patrick, of the State University. Several persons took excep- 
tions to the conclusions of Professor Patrick, which lent spice to the 
occasion. 

In the following discussion on the ‘‘Administration of County 
Charities” Judge Kinne and Mr. Cownie of the Board of Control took an 
active part and suggested valuable changes that might be made. 

A visit to the penitentiary at Anamosa was made in the afternoon. 
Warden Hunter met the party at the prison and turned over the keys of 
the institution to the party. The capacity of the prison is being doubled 
and additions built for an improvement contemplated by the state. This 
is to make this prison into an industrial school for the less vicious of the 
state’s criminals. The work is all being done by the prisoners, thus sav- 
ing the state over $250,000. In this prison has been instituted the system 
of grading the prisoners into three classes according to their behavior, and 
designated by the clothing worn. It means much to be in the first grade, 
and it is interesting that the majority are so classified, while very few are 
wearing the old stripes in the third grade. 

The question of county jails and convict labor was taken up on Thurs- 
day morning. Mr. Cownie, of the Board of Control, was very emphatic in 
his disapproval of the use of prisoners in the making of public highways, 
and thought that the contract system was the best method now known of, 
He thought union labor would have to submit to the little competition that 
this work developed. The work that a few hundred men could turn out in 
the great State of Iowa he thought quite immaterial anyway. 

The closing session was on the care of the insane, and unlike last year, 
the present method of caring for the chronic insane in the county house 
had few supporters. State care, in institutions built on the cottage plan, 
was devided to be the best, and members of the Board of Control stated 
that this was what the state was aiming at. 

Professor I. A. Loos, of lowa City was made president for the ensuing 
year, and Miss Charlotta Goff, of Des Moines, was re-elected secretary. 
The place of next meeting was left in the hands of a committee. 
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THE NEBRASKA STATE CONFERENCE.- 
BY DR. CHARLES A. ELWOOD. 


The Third Annual Nebraska Conference of Charities and Correction 
met at Lincoln, in the chapel of the State University, Wednesday after- 
noon, Feb. 7th. Representatives were present from most of the leading 
charitable and correctional institutions of the state, and also from a num- 
ber of private philanthropies. Governor Poynter in his address of welcome 
emphasized the necessity of conference and consultation between the 
officers of state charitable institutions upon questions of administration. 
He called especial attention to the lack of a system of classification in the 
Nebraska prisons. Acting Chancellor Bessey, of the State University, in 
welcoming the members of the Conference to the University grounds said 
that the University was proud to have contributed to the work of scientific 
philanthropy such a man as the late Dr. Amos G. Warner. He also made 
some very pertinent remark about the necessity of civil service reform in 
the administration of charitable and correctional institutions. Universi- 
ties, he said could not be expected to take up the work of training experts 
for these institutions if they were not administered in accordance with the 
merit system, nor could students be expected to spend time in such train 
ing if skill and fidelity were not rewarded. 

The first paper on the programme was by Supt. J. E. Harris, of the 
Nebraska Institute for the Blind. He discussed the ‘‘Duty of the State 
Toward Dependents,” with especial reference to the blind, Rev. E. von 
Forell, Chaplain of the Industrial School for Boys at Hearney, reada very 
suggestive paper on ‘‘The Imbecile. the Criminal, and the Pauper,” dis- 
cussing the relations of these three social classes. Rev. T. J. Mackay, of 
tne Nebraska Children’s Home Society, Omaha, was to have spoken on 
‘‘Family Life Versus Institutional Life for Children,” but could not be 
present. Rev. L. P. Ludden, of Lincoln, spoke informally on the subject 
for a few minutes. 

The evening session of the Conference was perhaps the most valuable 
of all, though a storm prevented a large attendance. Mrs. M. E. Sly, of 
the Child Saving Institute, Omaha, opened the session with the reading of 
an interesting paper on ‘‘The Disinherited.”. This was followed by a 
splendid address on ‘‘The New Charity,” by Dr. H. H. Hart, for many 
years secretary of the National Conference of Charities and Correction. 
The address was a popular but masterly presentation of the ideal and 
methods of scientific philanthropy. The new charity, the speaker said, is 
sympathetic, intelligent, co-operative, remedial and preventive. 

The Thursday morning session of the Conference was even more 
poorly attended than the Wednesday evening session, owing to the storm. 
Dr. Charles A. Ellwood, secretary of the Charity Organization Society, 
Lincoln, spoke briefly on the ‘‘Problems of Relief Work,’’ Mrs. Edwards, 
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superintendent of the Nebraska Industrial Home for Girls at Milford, read 
a carefully prepared paper on the ‘‘Duty of the State in Reformatory 
Work.” After the discussion of the paper the Conference held an election 
of officers. The following officers were elected for the ensuing year: 
President, Guy Barton, Omaha; Vice President, C. A. Ellwood, Lincoln; 
Secretary, A. W. Clark, Omaha; Enrolling Secretary, H. V. Wolf, South 
Omaha; Treasurer, E. von Forell, Kearney; Members of Executive Com- 
mittee, Gov. Poynter, Acting Chancellor Bessey ‘and Mrs. Edwards. 


Invitations for the Conference to hold its next meeting at Omaha and at 


Nebraska City were received and referred to the Executive Committee. 
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
